REQUIREMENTS

•	 Two (2) years continuous full-time 
commissioned civilian law enforcement 
experience

•	 Washington state candidates must have 
graduated from the Washington State Basic 
Law Enforcement Academy Training or other 
Washington State approved basic academy

•	 Out of state candidates must be able to 
successfully complete the Law Enforcement 
Equivalency Academy and obtain a 
Washington State Police Officer certification 
within the applicable probationary period.

•	 Satisfactorily complete field training 
provided by the Richland Police Department, 
before completion of probationary period

DESIRABLE QUALIFICATIONS

•	 AA or BA Degree in police science, law, 
criminal justice or related field preferred

•	 Five years or more of continuous full-time 
commissioned civilian law enforcement 
experience in a city, county, state or Federal 
agency which includes patrol service and 
experience in one or more specialties 
(such as, SWAT, Drug Recognition Expert, 
Certified Bomb Technician, Vehicle Accident 
Reconstruction, Field Training Officer, or full-
